EDITORIAL WRITING 


One of ourold time and very good 
friends in Richmond, a city official, who 
had always did us the honor to like very 
much our editorial efforts, paid us a high 
compliment yesterday about it, and said we 
ought to be on a big metropolitan paper 
as editor. This we greatly appreciate, 
and it has been said to us before, by others, 
but it is a mistake. 

In the first place there is nothing won- 
derful about our editorial writings at all. 
The noticeable differences between.them and 
a lot of others is in the fact that they are 
untrammeled and not subject to the ap- 
proval of the business office, inasmuch as 
we happen to be business manager as well 
as editor—also foreman, ‘‘devil,’’ errand 
boy, reporter, and five or six other things. 
This, however, would not be true on a met- 
ropolitan paper, and in such an environ- 
ment the heart of nearlv everything we 
wrote would be cut out of it by a blue pen- 
cil, thus, also, cutting the heart, spunk, 
courage and about everything else out of 
the writer. 

On a metropolitan paper the counting 
room rules he editorial staff and dictates 
the policy, and after one’s editorials have 
gone past the censors and finally reach the 
linotype machine they are so emaculated 
that the writer would never recognize them 
as his own efforts without an introduction. 

That is what happened to Phil Francis. 
As long as Phil wrote for his own paper he 
was brilliant, interesting and at times 
thrilling. Also he was a financial failure 
because he overlooked business details. So 
he went on the San Francisco Examiner as 
editor, and later on was sent down to New 
York as editor on the American. Bingo 
Does anybody ever hear of Phil Francis 
now? No, and nobody who.reads\his writ- 
ings would ever guess it was him that 
wrote them—the heart has been cut out of 
them by the blue pencil, and, as a natural 
sequence, out of him, also. Good night Phil 
Francis. He probably gets a hundred dol- 
lars a week and in every other wavy is dead 
to the world. We have had those same op- 
portunities, with the Hearst papers and 
others, and always turn them down, and al- 
ways will. 

The’ Lord gave us a modicum of brains, 

a big heart, a large experience, some little 
gift of slinging language, and, best of all, 
the courage of our convictions, whether 
they be right or wrong, and to sell them 
for a mess of dirty money and have them 
stabbed to death with the blue pencil of 
commercialism and things worse is some- 
thing we will never do. 

The next best editorial writer in this sec- 
tion of the state, after Phil Francis, was 
Joe Baker, of the Oakland Tribune, and he 
died a few years ago, and has gone to 
heaven if ‘anybody ever reached there. 


The rest of them do not amount to much, or 
have had their hearts cut out with a blue 


pencil—probably the latter. 


Congressman Randall of California, who 
has been heard from quite frequently on 
prohibition, now has another big idea. This 
is to impose heavy tax on every acre of ar- 
able land not put to the production of food. 
Government would gain revenue and in- 


crease food supply, he thinks.

‘The taking over by the government of 
the railroads of the nation is a big step to- 
ward government ownership, and if the 
control works out all right, as doubtless 
it will, ownership will soon follow. Eix- 
press, telegraph and telephone companies, 
should also be included. Anything of vi- 
tal interest to the welfare of all tie people 
should be owned by the people. 


The war situation seems to: be settling 
down to a winter. campaign of each side 
trying as best it can to hold its own. It 
is not likely that any more spectacular 
events can be pulled off until spring, and 
by that time the United States of America 
will be ready to take an active part. The 
German peace talk bears the earmarks of 
insincerity, and is evidently a stall to 
gain time, and to further hoodwink Russia. 
The outlook is for another year of warfare, 
and by that time it is more than likely that 
the situation will be so changed in favor of 
the Allies that concessions from the Teu- 
tons can be obtained which will be worth 
paying some attention to. Germany is al- 
ready whipped, and knows it. It is only a 
question now of making the best peace 
she can. They knew their war was lost 
three years ago, when they failed to reach 
Paris. 


The government has under arrest a lot of 
eontracting firms down east which cleaned 
up millions by furnishirg shoddy goods, 
not at all what was contracted for. Govern 
ment agents are in on the steal and have 
also Leen placed under arrest. The whole 
bench ought to be zourt marshaled and 
shot. That sort of t!:ing should be nipped 
in the bud right now. We want no more 
putrid tinned meats like that which killed 
hundreds of our soldiers in the Philippines, 
put over, it will be remembered, by Algier 
of Michigan anda lot of other unhung 
scoundrels. 


Some of the I. W. W. and alleged black- 
handers are going to be brought up around 
a sharp corner pretty soon, and an example 
made of a few of them. The dynamite 
stuff at-Sacramento is pretty raw. 

If vou won’t work, then the land of op- 
portunity is nowhere. 


You aren’t necessarily broad-minded be- 
cause you disagree with your neighbor. 


In taking a short cut to peace Russia will 
have to return and start all over again. 
Short cuts are nearly always boneheads.
